Three More Martyrs? 


Czeth Reds Stage Another ‘Trial’ Of Bish 


For the third time within a year 
the Czechoslovakian communist 
regime is staging a travesty of 
justice in the cases of accused 
ecclesiastics—this time in the trial 
of three Catholic Slovak Bishops 
at Bratislava on charges of “high 
treason, military espionage and 
other crimes.” 


The accused are Bishop. Jan 
Vojtassak of Spis; Byzantine-Rite 
Bishop Paul Gojdic of Presov, and 
Bishop Michael Buzalka, Auxiliary 
to the Administrator Apostolic of 
Trnava. All three were known for 
their outspoken opposition to the 
communist campaign to split the 
Czechoslovaks from Rome. 

They were jailed after criticism 
of the Red regime’s pseudo-Cath- 
olic “seminary,” opened at Bratis- 
lava last fall. Earlier they had 
scored the communist authorities 
for the liquidation of Catholic con- 
2 and monasteries in their 


They were imprisoned several 
months ago and were reported 
given “conditioning” treatment be- 

re the trial opened at Bratislava. 

The Prague radio has announced 
that the three Bishops have com- 
pleted their testimony and that all 
of them have “confessed” to having 
worked against the communist 
regime of Czechoslovakia. At the 
same time, the controlled press of 
the country has played up what it 
called “voluntary proclamations” 
by students, workers, state em- 
ployes and apostate priests con- 
demning the Hierarchy and the 
Vatican as ever plotting the de- 
struction of Slovakia. 


Meanwhile, it has come to light 
that the testimony given by Bishop 
Buzalka during his examination on 
the stand was such a well-recited 
narrative as to confirm the belief 
that drugs had been used to condi- 
tion the defendants for their 
appearance in court. 

ishop Buzalka’s testimony was 
described as a chain of set- 
accusations in which he even em- 
ployed communist party jargon to 
implicate his diocesan superior, 
Bishop Ambrose Lazik, Adminis- 
trator of Trnava. However, it 
appears that the stage managers 
overplayed their hands, as at one 
point, Bishop Buzalka, provoked by 
two identical leading questions, 
twice picked up — painfully re- 
cited the same — 5 — saying 
that in 1940 the Internuncio, 
Archbishop Burzio, visited him and 
9 to know what was happen- 
ing in West Ukraine, saying the 
ormation was required by the 
then General of the Jesuits in 
Rome, Father Ledochowski. When 
the managers of the trial realized 
that their tactic had misfired, they 
tried to drown ‘out Bishop 
Buzalka’s speech with a volley of 
new questions. 

Previously the regime had tried 
and sentenced ten high officials of 
religious orders in April, and con- 
demned Bishop Stanislav Zela, 
Auxiliary of Olomouc, and eight 
Monsignors and priests in Decem- 
ber. In both these trials pastoral 
activity was interpreted by the 
prosecutors as “espionage” and 
“treasonable activity” in favor of 

a “foreign, hostile power —name- 
* the atiean. 


According to observers inter- 
preting the Red regime’s charges 
against three Bishops on trial at 
Bratislava, the prelates were 
blamed for everything done ¥ the 
nazis and politicians during World 
War II. The defendants were said 
to have opposed and fought the 
Slovak people’s rebellion in 1944. 
They were also charged with hav- 
ing consecrated secret, illegal“ 
Bishops in their own dioceses in 
accordance with Vatican directives. 

As in previous trials Msgr. 
Gennaro Verolino, former charge 
d'affaires of the Apostolic Nuncia- 
ture at Prague, and Archbishop 
Giuseppe Burzio, charge d'affaires 
of the Papal Nunciature at Bratis- 
lava during the war, were named 
as the Vatican’s “espionage lead- 
ers” Czechoslovakia. The defend- 
ants were also charged with illegal 
contact with Msgr. Stephen Kra- 
sula, of New ae and Msgr. 
Francis J. Dubosh, of Cleveland, 
and other prominent Slovaks in 
the United States. 

Both Monisgnors Krasula and 
Dubosh are active in the Slovak 
Catholic Federation of America. 
Monsignor Krasula has served as 
national chairman of the American 
Slovak Catholic Religious Relief 
Association which organized and 
sent aid to Slovakia after World

As in other such trials, news of 
ngs at the Bratislava trial 
was extremely limited. The Czech- 
oslorak Ministry of Information 


declined to permit an Associated 
Press correspondent to attend the 
trial. The main source of informa- 
tion was the official communist 
Prague Radio. The audience at the 
court was said to consist of Red 
shock workers and apostate 
priests. 

The Prague Radio said that 62- 
year-old Bishop Gojdic admitted 
—— “inciting pastoral letters

The - prosecution brought out 
that Bishop Vojtassak congratu- 
lated Slovak General Catlos on the 
victory of Slovak troops over the 
Russians near Rostov but, ob-

6. Investigation on delayed cases 
in various parts of Europe through 
our National Representative in 
Washington. Example: One family 
who needed help was investigated 
through our representative, after 
checking and rechecking with the 
immigrant and the sponsor for a 
year we were advised by the Coun- 
cil in Italy, the immigrant we were 
checking was accused of a minor 
theft. Because we could not clear 
the record she was not permitted 
to come to America. This is just 
one of the many cases we have 
checked in the past year. We have 
this same checking procedure with 
immigrants from Austria, Eastern 
Germany, Italy, and South Amer- 
ica. In some cases the sponsor did 
not guarantee the immigrant a 
job. Others who ‘came to South 
America must await their turn to 
come to America. From Eastern 
‘Germany, no refugees are coming 
to America. 

At the present time we are 
working on the alien registration. 
This registration was taken in 
1940. We helped at that time. The 
government is asking aliens to reg- 
ister again this year and we are 
helping. We should feel very re- 
sponsible to assist as all aliens 
must register. 

The arrival of the Displaced 
Persons has added more work to 
our committee. The Rev. Edward 
Sweigart of Fort Wayne Catholic 
Charities is responsible for the 
Displaced Persons program in our 
Diocese. Father Sweigart sends the 
name of the sponsor and the people 
they are willing to sponsor to the 
Diocesan Chairman, who sends it

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T the opening of the school’ year last September the Board of 
Education of Avon Lake, Ohio, banned parochial school 
pupils from public school busses. When publicity was given to 
this both Catholics and non-Catholics began to send_donations to 


the pastor, of St. Joseph School, Avon Lake, with which they 


would have him purchase a bus to accommodate the children at- 
tending his parish school. 

Accompanying their donations many non-Catholics wrote to 
speak of the injustice of it, noting that Catholics pay their share; 
for the purchase of the public school busses, and also pay their 
share towards the support of the public schools. 

Others noted that the Draft Boards do not ask people what 
religion they belong to, and refuse to accept Catholic young men 
for the armed services, and pay their transportation to the fields 
of battle. There is some merit to this obsérvation because all 
Catholics could conceivably be “conscientious objectors” as mem- 
bers of some sects are and because they are, these are not inducted 
into actual military service. 

It might be noted that the Avon Lake school controversy 


broke out when the Korean War was at its bloodiest, and when 


Catholics, probably in larger proportion than other Americans, 
were fighting for their country. In World War One and World 
War Two statistics were kept by all Catholic parishes in the 
United States of the number of boys who enlisted or were drafted 


‘into the Army, Navy and Air Force. These figures disclosed that 


the sum total was’ far in excess of the proportion which Catholics | 
bear to the general population of our nation. This is due probably 
to two reasons: 1) Catholic families are larger and, therefore, 
there are more boys per family to enter the service; 2) A 
greater than average number of Catholics volunteered their ser- 
vices, 


Public Funds? 


Non - Catholics protest Injustice To Catholic Children

You will recall the five Sullivan boys, all of one tunit who 
lost their lives in the last war. 


It is high time for the courts to decide what “public funds“ 
mean. If they are contributed by all the people, then they belong 
to all the people. That is.a dictate of what is known as “distributive 
justice,” which no legal enactment can invalidate. 


In this connection we might point out that in the city of 
California parochial schools are actually taxed, and the increase 
in 1950 over the previous year was 100 percent. 


In the city of Los Angeles Catholics had a drive for $8,000,- 
000.00 in 1949 with which to erect new schools. At the same time 
there was a great shortage of school rooms for public Senge child- 
ren in that rapidly growing city. Catholics relieved that situation 
to a great extent by the erection of a dozen more schools. Yet 
these schools not only receive no support, but are actually taxed 
to support the others. We wonder whether that is in keeping with 
“distributive justice.” 


Our forefathers called “taxation without representation” ty- 
ranny. 


It seems that every national endeavor undertaken to be of 
help to others only does more harm to the Church. At the recent 
“White House Confererèe on Children and Youth” a Presbyterian 
leader went to the microphone and warned the delegates: “Some 
representatives of the clergy here are so seriously disturbed with 
the lack of acceptance of God in this conference that we are 
prepared to recommend we disassociate ourselves from this con- 
ference report.“

Why Candlemas And Purification 
Feast Are Celebrated On Same Day 


C. FINK 


FEBRUARY 2nd—on a Friday this year—is celebrated as the Feast of the Purification 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. At the same time it is Candlemas, or the Mass of the 
Candles. This is the day our Church has selected for the blessing of candles, a very 
solemn occasion. The history of this joint feast-day is an interesting one. 
To begin with, you must understand what “purification” meant. Under the law of 
Moses (the Mosaic Law which governed the Jews) the rites of purification were de- 


em considered unworthy to enter 
the Temple. In order to restore 
their worthiness, they underwent 
the rites of purification. The cere- 
mony of purification for a Jew 
who has died is still an elaborate 
ceremony. And not only Jews, but 
Mohammedans as well, had the 
rites of purification as a part of 
their religious practices.

the period was twice as long — 
80 days!) At the end of this wait- 
ing period, the mother was expec- 
ted to bring a lamb for sacrifice, 
and a young pigeon or a turtle 
dove for sin; the required prayers 
were said by the priest, and the 


mother was considered clean again.

This Feast of the Purification 
was celebrated by the very early 
Christians.

Later, 
however, December 25th became 
accepted as the correct date for

Why Candlemas? i 


Now why do we celebrate 
Candlemas on the same day as the 
Purification? The blessing of 
candles on February 2nd began to 
appear about the 11th century, but 
scholars do not agree as to the 
reason. Some believe that a pagan 
feast day was celebrated on or 
about February 2nd, and that the 
Church decided to change the 
candle-lit processions of the Ro- 
man pagans into a ceremony in 
honor of the Blessed Mother. Other 
scholars doubt this explanation. 

Whatever the origin, the cere- 
monies of Candlemas find justifi- 
cation very appropriately — the 
rest of the words of Simeon in the 
temple. After asking God to dis- 
miss thy servant,” Simeon added:

he emptied his pockets for me.

what I'II get from a pulp maga- 
zine when I write the yarn.”

Our Lady's Slave 


1 vou begin this story 
you have to imagine you are in 
a little town of Poitiers, France, 
250 years ago. There you might 
have met a young priest just out of 
the seminary named Father Louis 
De Montfort. He was such a 
wonderful and zealous priest that 
you would have loved him immed- 
jately and minded desperately what 
happened to him. You would have 
disliked the people who caused him 
trouble, and sympathized with 
anyone who could help him. The 
more of the book you read the 
more you liked him. 


Now Father De Montfort had one 
burning inspiration—Devotion To 
Oud Lady. He believed very deeply 
that anyone who pledged himself to 
Our Lady wholeheartedly would 
find his life changed, and would 
soon realize that Our Lady was 
taking care of him in a very 
special way. 


There were people in France at 
this time who had got very mixed 
up about Our Lady. They thought 
it was a bad thing to pray to her 
and have public processions with 
lighted candles in her honor.

According to the LaPlace, et al, 
theory that the earth was a frag- 
ment of the sun, which took sever- 
al hundred thousand years to cool 
down, we find no proof whatever 
that the sun even existed before 
the creation of the earth. The 
question comes up as to just why 
such a fragment should ever ‘cool 
down, if, by chance, such a frag- 
ment had broken off. — 

According to the Hubbard-Nau- 
heimer theory of light, we have a 
far different explanation.

Still another thought I wish to 
leave with all tourists is this: The 
mere act of asking hotel clerks, 
gas station attendants, policemen 
and just plain local citizens about 
the location of the Catholic church 
and the time of Mass is more of 
an apostolic work than they dream.

Yet all Europe had been con- 
verted to the faith long before that 
time. In the year 1000—438 years 
before the invention of the hong 
ress—every person in Europe

They are not told at the re- 
vival services to go home and be- 
gin to read the Bible, and then aft- 
er having found their faith to come 
for baptism, 

The most widely circulated book 
today is the Bible but Protestant 
churchmen are the first to admit 
that people who have it do not read 
it. If they do read it, they are those 
who al belong to some religi- 
on and did not find their religion 

by reading the Bible. 

There would be very few Chris- 
tians today affiliated with any of 
the churches if the condition im- 
seers on them was to read the 

ible then, after finding their faith, 
to ask for admission into some or- 
ganized body. 

If Christ came to save all men, 
He must have made it possible for 
all to find the means of salvation. 

Another historical fact, which 
cannot be contradicted, is that the 
Church existed before the New 
Testament. Her first teachers 
wrote the New Testament, and the 
gospels of some Apostles were not 
even included in the Canon of the 
New Testament. St. Paul intimates 
that he wrote a third Epistle to the 
Corinthians but it does not appear 
in the New Testament.
